ULSTER'S COUNTER 


BY BRITAIN 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—The British 


cabinet considers the counter propos- 
als submitted by Sir James Craig for 
settlement of the Irish situation unac- 
ceptable, the Central News said to- 
day. 


The critical stage of the Irish nego- 


tiations was shown today as the Brit- 
ish cabinet went into session to con- 
sider the reply of the Ulster premier, 
Sir Joseph Craig to compromise pro- 
posals of Lloyd George, which Craig 
said Ulster would definitely decline to 
entertain.

America's "unknown soldier," 
representing the thousands of 
America's youth who Rave their 
lives in the World war, lies at 
rest in Arlington National ceme- 
tery after receiving tho greatest 
tribute a nation could pay. The 
sincerity of this tribute was 
shown clearly when the body, 
resting on the catafalque that 
had held three presidents, and

HEAT has dropped below a dollar a bushel on the Chi- 


cago exchange, the lowest prices in six years. 
All thru the decline that has been under way for months 


the emergency tariff law has been in operation. What protec- 
tion has it given the farmer? 
Actual results have proved the absolute correctness of the 


argument that it was ridiculous to talk of protecting by a tariff 
an article for which we must seek a foreign market. The price 
is regulated by what the wheat will bring in the world market. 
At the time the emergency tariff bill was passed much was 


made of the heavy imports of wheat from Canada. The prom- 
ise was held out to the farmers that shutting off this Canadian 
wheat would keep up the price of the domestic product. This 
in the face of the fact that Canadian wheat which was pre- 
vented from coming across the border would be added to the 
surplus shipped by Canada to compete with our grain abroad! 


So far as helping the farmer is concerned the emergency 


tariff has been a total failure. All that it has done has been to 
send to Canadian transcontinental routes grain our railroads 
might have handled profitably and reduce the supply of Can- 
adian wheat useful in mixing with our wheat to produce certain 
grades of flour. 


Indirectly this tariff has injured pur export trade with 
Canada, by reducing the shipments with which that country 
could balance its purchases from the United States. This lack 
of balance was reflected in the depreciation of Canadian ex- 
change, despite the solid assets behind Canadian currency. 


Canada, altho normally preferring American goods, has 
recently become tired of paying $1.10 or more for every dol- 
lar's worth of purehases from us. So exports to our second 
largest customer have dropped sharply. 


As an aid to the farmer the emergency tariff on wheat is a 


fake and fraud. As a damper on our export trade to Canada it 
1 has proved only too potent. 


When our permanent tariff is framed gold bricks for farm- 
ers might just as well be omitted for the farmer surely is not a 
fool.
